This communication is in response to the Restriction Requirement mailed February 8, 
2001. In the Restriction Requirement, it is stated that Applicants are required to select one 
species from the antigenic determinants and one species of the lipoproteins to be examined. 



Accordingly, for the antigenic determinant species, Applicants elect c) CTL antigenic 
determinant from HIV, Claims 10, 14, 21, and 24. With regard to the lipoproteins, Applicants 
elect species b) GAG 253, Claim 11.
